THE CONSTITUTIONAL 
VENTION AND THE PRESS 


The constitutional 
convention has 
offered the newspapers a contract for 
the publication and circulation of the 
new constitution which will be sub­ 
mitted to the voters before the end of 
the year at a special election. 
The 
.surprising thing in connection with 
the tender is that it e x p e c ts the news­ 
papers of the state to accept the work 
at a price far below the legal rate. 
There will be many newspapers which 
will not accept and there will be some 
that will, and be glad to get the money 
because a littl echange is hard to get 
when bills come due and employees 
must be paid their wages. 
The Times does not know who en­ 
gineered the method of publicity as 
adopted 
by 
the 
convention, but it 
seems that about the only fellow who 
is getting the short end is the pub­ 
lisher. 
Those fellows who conceived 
the plan knew that newspaper men 
were always “hard-up,” 
Tt was their 
opinion that “we” would grab any­ 
thing in sight, no matter what the 
terms, and some may have done it; 
but it is certain that there are many 
more who will not have done so. 
A sum of $170 was 
offered 
the 
newspapers for printing a job which 
should have brought about $694. That 
s the story in a nutshell. 
We wonder where 
they 
get this 
stuff? 
And now they are circulat­ 
ing stories that the newspapers are 
trying 
to 
hold up the state. 
The 
newspapers of the country have never 
had what they deserved. 
Run at a 
loss in most instances because of the 
printing of so much that is for the 
welfare of the 
community 
without 
one cent of pay seems to have e n ter­ 
ed 
their 
minds. 
Where would the 
schools, collegs, tht 
departments of 
the state be were it not for the free 
publicity given 
tb > m 
by the news­ 
papers? 
We 
are 
glad 
to further 
these things, hut when it comes to 
handing us a job, for God’s sake give 
us the legal rate and not try to “gyp” 
us to an extent that compels us to 
let our offspring go hungry. The gov­ 
ernment of the nation and state and 
every departm ent 
under 
these gov­ 
ernments are the recipients of free 
space t very issue, almost, of every 
newspaper in the country, but they 
never recognize th< fact that space 
is all that a newspaper has to sell. 
If given away, what is to become of 
it if they accept pay stuff at about 
on#-third the regular rate. 
Without proper publicity the people 
will be in the dark as to what the 
proposed 
new constitution provides 
for. 
How are they to know how they 
want to vote? 
It will require more 
publicity than what is now intended 
to secure its adoption. 
In fact it will 
require some support. 
Where is it to 
get this support. Voters will not cast 
an affirmative vote upon any propo­ 
sition that they are not familiar with. 
With the number of newspapers in the 
state declining the contract offered by 
thee onvention, what hopes has it, or 
can it have, for its adoption. 
We are not in a position to advise 
whether 
the 
proposed 
constitution 
shoud be rejected or adopted. 
We 
would regret exceedingly to have it 
rejected if meritorious, or adopted if 
not so, but no one can advise upon 
any subject without sufficient knowl­ 
edge of its provisions. 
It seems that 
the work of the convention and the 
expenditure of more than a half mill­ 
ion dollars by the taxpayers of the 
state to members and clerks should 
not be set at naught, practically, by 
a failure of 
that 
body to properly 
disseminate its provisions. 
'Some papers are severely criticis­ 
ing the members of the convention
